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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the embodiment at paragraph- [0053] on page 3 1 of the instant 
specification during telephonic interview (5/17/2004) as a substitute election of the embodiment 
at paragraph [00135] on page 54 (see paper filed 04/27/2004) is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the election of 
species requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The variables X and Y are not defined in the claims. 

4. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The definition of G and A are confusing. The variable "A" is defined by using 
the variable "G" However, the definition of "G" further states that it is "capable of bonding at 
least two A substituents". Therefore it is not clear whether the G variable in the list of ligands 
that represent A has the same definition as a spacing group between "A" variables. That is G is 
defined using the variable A, whereas the variable A is also defined using the variable G. In 
essence, there is not a clear demarcation between the two variables. 
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5. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 16 is unclear. The phrase "T is selected from: wherein the X and Y 
substituents are included for convenience" is incomplete because specific groups that define the 
variable T are not recited. 

6. Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The phrase "heterocyclic (both heteroalkyl and heteroaryl)" is incorrect. 
A heteroalkyl group does not fall within the definition of a heterocyclic group. They are 
structurally different groups. 

7. Claims 10, 1 1, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "polymeric, and inorganic ring structures" is 
unclear as to what kind of ring structures are claimed.
